Lectures which I wuld have delivered to your personnel had the program 
been carried out as planned wuld have enbodied the fruit of some fifteen 
years of study and experience in addition to the hours spent in the prep~ 
aration of these particular Jectures, That thie was recognised by the OIA 
was indicated by the expressed intent to reimburse me and my colleagues at 
a Consultant's fee of $35. per day, plue travel expenses and $0, per day 
Living allowance,

On the other hand, it might be argued with equal vigor that my prep- 
aration for the CIA gumner program, involving ag it did not only the cone 
Pllation of the reading syllabus and bibliography (now in your possession), 
and the preparation of the lectures, but aleo the many years of study thet 
have preceded the attainment of my present stage of competence, should be 
viewed an having constituted about 60¢ of the labor which wuld have been 
required of me under my contract with the Agenoy, and should be reimbursed 
on & similar basis, This wuld amount to approximately $1000. 1 have ine 
ourred in addition travel and cartage expenses of approximately 115., &# 
noted in my letter of @1y 7. Figuring in this manner would bring the velue 
of the materials %t appro +ely $1150.

should estimate that I dewted approximately four weeks to preparing for 


the GIA program. During the academio year I wuld be expected t spend 


atout thirty weks in such labor, for which I wuld reosive a salary of 
about $6000, ‘This comes to $200. per wek of wrk. On this basis, my 
materiale wuld warrant a valuation of $800., plus the afore~ci ted expen- 
aes, This last computation, I might add, does not take inte consi derae 
tion $275. I have spent to iive here in Washington while aveiting mne 
finel word from the Agency. 


Notwlthatending the fact that any of the above stated sume will leave 
mo far short of the anticipated reimbursement for the full program's wrk, 
~ should regard any of them as offering @ suitable magure of financial 
satisfaction, and as indleating the good faith and responsi bility ef the CIA, 


It mist be pointed out that my less has been far more than merely 
financial, There appear to have been tw questions involved in the unfort- 
unate eituation. One has baen the matter of good faith, I% wulc seen to 
me thet regarniless of any technical legal points which might be raised, 
the CIA does have s distinct ethical obligation in the oase of myself and ~ 
my oclleagues (fer whom, of course, I cannot presume to speak), After all, 
I did not seek out this Congultantship; rather I was asked to undertake it 
by the Agency, whose representative mada a apecific point of assuring me 
that there wae no necessityof witing for a written contract or letter of 
appointment; thet the wrk for which my services wire desirec was certains 
and that I need have no fear of any hitches arising, As the ensuing weels 
went by and eorrespondence between the CIA and myself mntinued, there wis 
not the slightest hint that the promised position, to take which I bad in 
good faith given up an exoelient summer position at my College, would not 
materialige, I+ was not until I setually reported for duty on the date 
gulpolated by thedgenoy that I was informed of the cancellation. And of 
course by that time i+ was impossible for me to make any other arrangements 
to salvage something from the summer.
